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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Mr. Chairman and members of the School Board: 


I submit for your consideration my third annual 
report of the Woodstock schools for the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1921 and some of the additional data 
on the present school year to February 1, 1922. 

During the past year we have maintained five 
classified and one high school for a period of thirty- 
six weeks with a total enrollment of 160 different 
pupils. Ten of these had been registered previously 
in some other town of the state during the year. The 
average membership of all schools was 138 with a per 
cent of attendance of 96. The average number of 
days the schools were in session was 172.25. 

At the close of the schools in June, 123 pupils 
were promoted to a higher grade, 12 were not pro- 
moted, two pupils had been in the same grade for 
three years and one pupil had left school. The regis- 
ters revealed an excessive number of tardy marks— 
476—and with but seven pupils with a perfect record; 
namely, Gladys Emerson and Fred G. Fleming, Wood- 
stock; Floyd Roby, Vern Roby, Elsie Berg, Martha 
Couture and Ka‘herine Driscoll, North Woodstock. 

The number of visits made to all schools by school 
board members 19, by citizens 315 and by the superin- 
tendent 232. .. 

The record of the health examination of 125 
pupils made by Miss Bashaw, R. N. of Lincoln revealed 
the following defects: malnutrition 1; defective vision 
28; defective hearing 4; cardiac disease 1; skin disease 
1; orthopedic defec s 2; defective teeth 87; hyper- 
trophied tonsils 46; adenoids 3; unvaccinated without 
proper excuse 5; and tonsilitis 2. Notices were sent to. 
the parents calling their attention to the defects dis- 
covered. The examination also showed that since the 
previous report the following cases had been treated: 
3 of defective vision, 4 of defective teeth, 7 of enlarged 
tonsils and one of adenoids. The parents ought to 
respond more generally for the sake of the children to 
the reporis made to them by the health examiner. I 
trust that when the examination is made this year, 
which is to be done soon, a much larger per cent of 
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the cases that were reported will be found to have 
received attention. 

The survey of the schools last September reveals 
the following facts: 8.6 per cent of pupils are preco- 
cious, 20 per cent retarded and 71.4 per cent at age. 
This shows about a normal condition but there should 
be a small reduction in the retarded pupils. 

The school census taken last September shows 69 
boys and 70 girls or a total of 139 children in town 
between the ages of 5 and 16 years. There were regis- 
tered in our schools on September 30, 1921, 148 pupils, 
14 of whom were over sixteen years of age, and four 
were from out of town. There were three between five 
and eight and two between eight and fourteen not in 
school. 


Standard tests have been given this year in 
reading, English, writing, spelling and arithmetic, 
which show improvement over those given a year ago. 
I believe the improvement is due to more efficient 
teaching. We are looking for greater improvements. 

Of the two courses maintained in the high school, 
the commercial is by far the more popular. The base- 
ment room used for commercial purposes is unsatisfac- 
tory owing to the heating, lighting and _ location. 
It would be possible, and not terribly expensive, to 
divide the high school class room with a glass partition 
so that a part could be used for the commercial classes. - 


Two transportation routes are maintained. One 
from the Tannery district by railroad and one by team 
on the Ponfield road. It-has been suggested that the 
school be resumed at the Tannery. Considering the 
number of Woodstock children in that vicinity, it 
would seem an unwise act unless Thornton would like 
to unite with Woodstock in maintaining the school so 
as to relieve its school at West Thornton. This will 
need careful consideration before any definite action is 
taken. 


Both school buildings have been painted outside 
and the one at Woodstock shingled. The school 
chimney at North Woodstock has been repaired and 
some storm doors made. These, we think, will save 
fuel and make the building more comfortable for the 
children. Outside basement windows’ should be 
secured and outside windows on the north and west 
side classrooms. These rooms are very cold. 
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Both buildings are much in need of interior 
repairs. A new stove is needed for Woodstock. The 
present one is not safe and new parts cannot be 
secured for it as the patterns have been destroyed. I 
would suggest that a jacketed stove or heater be 
secured for the school. Many of the school desks are 
in bad condition. 

We need closer cooperation on the part of teach- 
ers, pupils and parents on our a tendance and health 
records. May we not unite to make a decided improve- 
ment within the next twelve months?

North Woodstock, N. H., January 30, 1922. 


Mr. A. J. Knowlton, Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit to you my annual report of the 
Woodstock High School. 


At the opening of the school year in September 
we registered 31 pupils, 16 boys and 14 girls, dis- 
tributed according to classes as follows: Seniors 6, 
Juniors 8, Sophomores 5, and Freshmen 12. We have 
since lost 4, one Sophomore boy who has gone to Mas- 
sachusetts, and a boy and two girls from the Freshman 
class, two of them having left to work and the other 
on account of ill health. 

Ten are taking the college preparatory course and 
the remainder the commercial course. In past years 
the Seniors and Juniors have been combined in one 
class in science, taking physics one year and chemistry 
the next. This year we are giving both courses, 
physics for the Seniors and chemistry for the Juniors. 
This is working out well, as being somewhat limited 
for physical apparatus the small number in the physics 
class gives each individual a better opportunity. 

Our attendance has been 99 per cent, an improve- 
ment over last year, and we have had but few cases 
of tardiness. 
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During the summer vacation some of the Senior 
girls held a food and lemonade sale from which nearly 
$30 was realized, which is to go toward the gradua- 
tion fund. More money will be raised by a play which 
will be presented after Easter. 

One thing which is very gratifying is the fact 
that there is an increasing desire among the students 
to continue their education beyond the high school. 
We are expecting that a majority of the Senior class 
and possibly the entire class will enter New Hampshire 
State College next fall.
